R. White. 


C lark 's opinion said that the 
chief function of judicial m a­ 
chinery 
Is to ascertain 
the 
truth and “ tlx' use of television, 
however, cannot !x> said to con­ 
tribute m aterially to this ob­ 
je ctiv e." 
"R a th e r," C lark stated, " its 
use amounts to the Injection of 
an Irrelevant factor into court 
proceedings, 
In addition, ex­ 
perience teaches that there are 
num erous situations in which it 
might cause actual unfairness, 
some so subtle as to defy detec- 
tion by the accused or control 
by the judge." 
C lark went on in an 18-page 
printed opinion to explain what 
he thought were some of the ef­ 
fects of use of television in 
crim inal 
tria ls 
and 
cited, 
among other things, the Impact 
of courtroom television on a 
defendant. 
" It's p resen ce," said Clark, 
" is a form of mental — if not 
physical—harassm ent, resem ­ 
bling a police lineup or the 
third-degree. 
"The inevitable closeups of 
his 
gestures and expressions 
during the ordeal of his trial 
might well transgress his per­ 
sonal sensibilities, his dignity, 
and his ability to concentrate 
on the proceedings before him 
— som etim es the difference be­ 
tween life and death—dispas­ 
sionately, 
freely and without 
the distraction of wide public 
su rv eillan ce."

LEGION SERVICE 
We are often asked why it is that the Legion 
at Sikeston holds no Memorial Day service, with 
firing squad, marching veterans, an appropriate, 
talk, and music.

AUTOMOBILE SAFETY 
Fifty thousand Americans will lose their lives 
in automobile accidents this year - - almost as 
many as were killed in World War I. About 1.8 
million drivers, passengers and pedestrians 
will suffer disabling injuries — slightly more 
than the number of American fighting men in­ 
jured in all the wars of the 20th century. The 
automobile is now the fourth leading cause 
of death in the population 
as a whole, and the 
primary cause 
among persons 5-29 years 
old. 
Safety experts and officials at 
every level 
of government have been searching for years 
for a way to end the carnage on the highways. 
To date, they have concerned themselves main­ 
ly with safer roads and safer drivers. Now their 
attention is shifting toward safer automobiles. 
The idea is not to design a crash-proof car, but 
to build one that will provide maximum protec­ 
tion for its occupants in case of accident. 
Recent developments suggest that new cars 
are not as safe as they might be. The Chrysler 
Corp. told dealers 
to call in early -produc­ 
tion 1965 Chryslers, Dodges and Plymouth Furys 
to see if their steering-gear supports needed 
rewelding. General Motors Corp. is the de­ 
fendant in some 45 suits alleging that Corvairs 
manufactured between 1960 and 
1963 were 
“ inherently dangerous.” And about 30 doctors, 
members of a group called Physicians for Auto­ 
motive Safety, picketed the International Auto­ 
mobile Show at New York’s Coliseum, April 7, 
to protest “ safety defects in current auto de­ 
sign.” 
The manufacturers contend that today’s auto­ 
mobiles are adequately safe; the great majority 
of accidents, they feel, are caused by bad roads 
and bad drivers. The industry argues further that 
many highly touted safety features are expensive 
and unproven and that, in any event, the cus­ 
tomer doesn’t want them. 
Detroit can make a good case that “ safety 
doesn’t sell.” 
For example, the Ford Motor 
Co. in 1956 introduced a package of five safety 
features, including seat belts. The company’s 
advertising stressed the “exclusive new life­ 
guard design” of P'ord cars. Far from welcoming 
the 
safety 
innovations, 
prospective buyers 
shunned the Ford showrooms. By August 1956, 
the word “ safety” was missing from Ford ad­ 
vertising and the company’s sales were picking 
up. 
Automobile men have reason to claim that 
today’s cars are safer than those of 
40 or 
even IO years ago. The self-starter, four-wheel 
brakes, 
safety 
glass, all - steel bodies, and 
sealed-beam headlighting were among the early 
advances in automobile construction. In the past 
decade the industry has introduced without 
fanfare such safety features as steering wheels 
with recessed hubs, dual headlights, and cars 
with a lower center of gravity. 
The trouble Is that every advance in safety 
design seems to create a new safety hazard. 


For example, late model cars are far more 
resistant to noise and road vibration than older 
models; these improvements were supix>sed to 
lessen the driver’s susceptibility to fatigue. But 
some safety experts maintain that ears have 
become too comfortable, that some awareness 
of speed and of rough pavement is necessary 
for good driving judgment. 
Many drivers fail to take advantage of the 
safety features in their cars. Studies by the 
Auto Industries Highway Satety Committee in­ 
dicate that only 54 t>er cent of motorists whose 
cars Ila vc seat belts use them regularly. The 
tendency is to fasten the belts on long journeys 
but to leave them unfastened on short trips. If 
anything, tin' reverse procedure should be bil­ 
lowed, for 75 per cent of all traffic fatalities 
occur within a 25-mile radius of the victim*? 
home.

I would frantically search for 
a buyer who could and would see 
the oil, while in many early o il­ 
fields operators were l>oginning 
to question, “ Is this oil worth 
saving?” 
Surprisingly, I found a buyer 
who could make good lul*e from 
som e ugly black crude. L ater it 
was found to contain properties 
useful in cosm etics, and som e 
crude oil Is well known for Its 
medicinal properties.

Victor Borella, an intimate of, 
and lalior adviser to, Gov. Nel­ 
son R ockefeller.

When I was a boy a young 
m arried couple did not have to 
go to much expulse to st •I up 
house keeping. I knew one couple 
who had eloped when very young 
and were m arried, 
who fur­ 
nished their house with only 
$25 worth of household goods 
and were as happy Iii a log 
cabin as (Eileen Victoria on her 
throne. They Were happy and 
were sw eethearts until the wife 
went to heaven. 
When I was a tay you did not 
have to get a m arriage license. 
AU one had to do was to find a 
preacher willing to perfroni the 
cerem ony, lf It was left to me 
there would tx- no m arriage lic­ 
ense required now. It rarely 
ever prevents a m arriage but 
.sometimes puts the lovers to 
a lot of trouble and expense. 
When I was a liny there Were 
a great many sugar groves in 
Howard county and every spring 
farm ers would tap the trees and 
gather the sap In sm all wooden 
trays, and then loll the w ater In 
Iron kettles, it kept a man up all 
day and far Into the night.

Of course they do 
not eat grape fruit or olives, 
neither does anybody else lx*- 
cau.se they love them , but tv -

When I was a tay the woods 
wore full of gam e. Wild turkey, 
pheasant, quail and squirrels 
were as plentiful as tame tur­ 
keys are today, to say nothing of 
an occasional deer. Now wild 
turkeys and pheasants are ex­ 
tinct Iii Central M issouri while 
the quail are fast disappearing.

The U.S. 
Supreme 
Court Is 
considering 
an 
Issue which 
could affect the lives of m il­ 
lions of Am ericans. It Is decid­ 
ing whether a state can forbid 
the use of birth-control drugs 
and devices. Connecticut says 
it can. The Court heard arg u ­ 
m ents on the case In 
late 
M arch and Is expected to hand 
down its ruling before the sum ­ 
m er rec ess In June. 
At 
the heart 
of the contro­ 
versy is the right of 
fam ily- 
planning advocates to operate 
medical clinics at which women 
of low-Income groups can r e ­ 
ceive birth - control serv ices. 
The impact of the High C ourt's 
decision may ta felt beyond 
Connecticut tacause 
many 
cities and counties are already 
operating public family - plan­ 
ning clinics for welfare clients 
and other needy persons. 
In some states, however, old 
laws exist which might ta In­ 
terp reted as limiting such p ro ­ 
gram s -- depending on how Hie 
Suprem e Court rules. 
The Connecticut case Involves 
an appeal by Dr. C. Lee Bux­ 
ton, head of the Department of 
O bstretics and 
Gynecology at 
Yale Medical School, and M rs. 
E stelle T. Griswold, d irecto r of 
a Planned Parenthood League 
chapter. After opening a family 
planning clinic In New Haven 


in 1961, they were charged with 
being accessories to the viola­ 
tion of Connecticut’s birth - 
control ban and found guilty. 
T heir convictions were upheld 
by the sta te 's 
highest court. 
POOR SEEN AFFECTED 
Dr. Buxton and M rs. G ris­ 
wold contend In their appeal 
that, In effect, Connecticut Is 
maintaining a 
discrim inatory 
anti-clinic law. It deprives only 
the needy of birth - control s e r­ 
vices, they say, since the law 
is never Invoked against phy­ 
sicians who routinely prescribe 
contraceptives In their private 
p ractices to women In higher 
economic brackets. 
The defendants m aintain that 
the Connecticut law Interferes 
with private family decisions. 
The ban, they say, “ makes it 
im possible for a 
m arried 
couple to make th eir own de­ 
cisions on the most crucial a s ­ 
pects of their life together. 
Connecticut 
Is 
stepping In 
through Its crim inal law 
to 
prevent 
them 
from deciding 
whether to have children, how 
many to have, at what tim e to 
have them. 
“ These are decislvequestlons 
which affect not only life and 
health but relations 
between 
spouses, c a reers of husband 
and wife, the economic status 
of the family, the method and 
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B le n d e d together to give 
you tw o w on d e rful flavor sensations in one p iece of 
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m anner In which children are 
to ta raised, and a host of 
other things. The planning of 
children Is essential 
to Hie 
planning of one's entire way 
of life.'* 
EARLIER CASES CITED 
Twice before, In 1943 and 1961, 
the Suprem e Court heard cases 
Involving the Connecticut law. 
But each tim e the justices failed 
to 
reach the 
Constitutional 
Issues. 
This tim e, 
the de­ 
fendants hope, the 
Court will 
go to the crux of the m atter. 
At stake, they claim , Is the 
right of doctors to practice 
sound medicine without In ter­ 
ference and the right of patients 
to receive birth-control service 
when a doctor considers it a. 
health requirem ent. 
The state contends that its law 
Is a proper exercise of polite 
power 
and 
that only 
the 
Connecticut Legislature can lift 
the ban. At least 30 repeal or 
modification bills have gone In­ 
to the legislative hopper over 
the past 50 years but all have 
failed. 
The Connecticut law was en­ 
acted In 1879, not long after 
adoption of a Federal law which 
lumped birth - control 
with 
“ obscene literatu re 
or a rti­ 
cles,'* banned them from the 
m alls, and barred their 
Im ­ 
portation. The act was Inspired 
ay Anthony Comstock, a d eter­ 
mined “ vice cru sa d e ^ ' who led 
many raids while head of the 
New York Society for the Sup­ 
pression of Vice. 
FEDERAL LAW WITHERS 
As scientific knowledge has 
grown, the birth - control p ro­ 
visions of the Federal law have 
increasingly tacom e a dead le t­ 
te r through court decisions and 
adm inistrative Interpretations. 
But a num ber of “ little Com- 
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•took laws** linger on among 
the slates, of which Connerti- 
ciil's Is the most stringent Elko 
the law In iielgtitarlng M assa­ 
chusetts, It provides noexem p- 
tlon for physicians to prescribe 
contraceptives 
The laws also forbid the sale 
of contraceptives, tat this pro 
vision Is rat sly lf ever forced. 
If the .Supreme ( our! should 
outlaw Connecticut'* ban and 
cloak Its ruling In very broad 
language, a wide ripple effect 
could follow. 
FAMILY PLANNING 
AND THE LAW 
Two attem pts have taen made 
to alter M assachusetts' law by 
referendum , for example, and 
both have failed 
If the ( curt 
should rule firm ly that a ban 
on the use of c o n tra 'opt Ives, or 
on the dissem ination of blrth- 
conlrol Information, Is an un­ 
constitutional exercise of Judice 
power, It could nullify all birth- 
control legislation that Ls con­ 
sidered restrictive. 
This would probably free state 
program s 
from any 
serious 
challenge to existing or planned 
public birth-control clinics. 
SUPPORT I KOM 
DCX TORS 
Dr. 
Buxton and M rs. G ris­ 
wold have 
received 
strong

Conviction 
Of Estes 
Invalid 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
Supreme Court today declared 
that the televising of criminal 
trials denies to defendants their 
constitutional right of due pro­ 
cess of law. 
The court divided 5-4. 
The court ruled on an appeal 
by Billie Sol Estes, the Texas 
promoter who said he did not 
get a fkir trial on swindling 
charges because proceedings 
were conducted under eyes of 
TV cameras. 
Justice Tom C. Clark deliv- 
ered the court's main opinion 
which overturned conviction of 
Estes in a trial in state court 
In Tyler, Tex. 
Dissenting were Justices Pot­ 
ter Stewart, Hugo L. Black, 
William J. Brennan and Byron 
R. White. 


Clark's opinion said that the 
chief function of Judicial ma­ 
chinery Is to ascertain 
the 
truth and "the use of television, 
however, cannot be said to con­ 
tribute materially to this ob­ 
jective." 
"Rather," Clark stated, "its 
use amounts to the Injection of 
an Irrelevant factor Into court 
proceedings. 
In addition, ex­ 
perience teaches that there are 
numerous situations in which it 
might cause actual unfairness, 
some so subtle as to defy detec­ 
tion by the accused or control 
by the judge." 
Clark went on In an 18-page 
printed opinion to explain what 
he thought were some of the ef­ 
fects of use of television in 
criminal 
trials 
and 
citet^ 
among other things, the impact 
of courtroom television on a 
defendant. 
"It's presence," said Clark, 
"is a form of mental — If not 
physical—harassment, resem­ 
bling a police lineup or the 
third-degree. 
"The Inevitable closeups of 
his gestures and expressions 
during the ordeal of his trial 
might well transgress his per­ 
sonal sensibilities, his dignity, 
and his ability to concentrate 
on the proceedings before him 
—sometimes the difference be­ 
tween life and death—dispas­ 
sionately, 
freely and without 
the distraction of wide public 
surveillance."

C lark's opinion said that the 
chief function of Judicial ma­ 
chinery Is to ascertain

truth and “ the use of television, 
however, cannot tie said to con­ 
tribute materially to this ob­ 
jective." 
"R ather," Clark stated, "Its 
use amounts to the Injection of 
an irrelevant factor into court 
proceedings. 
In addition, ex­ 
perience teaches that there are 
numerous situations In which it 
might cause actual unfairness, 
some so subtle as to defy detec­ 
tion by the accused or control 
by the judge." 
Clark went on In an 18-page 
printed opinion to explain what

WHY WE HAVE NO MEMORIAL DAY 
LEGION SERVICE 
We are often asked why it is that the Legion 
at Sikeston holds no Memorial Day service, with 
firing squad, marching veterans, an appropriate, 
talk, and music.

If and when the people want a Memorial Day 
program and will attend, the Veterans are ready 
to provide one.

AUTOMOBILE SAFETY 
Fifty thousand Americans will lose their lives 
in automobile accidents this year — almost as 
many as were killed in World War I. About 1.8 
million drivers, passengers and pedestrians 
will suffer disabling injuries — slightly more 
than the number of American fighting men in­ 
jured in all the wars of the 20th century. The 
automobile is now the fourth leading cause 
of death in the population 
as a whole, and the 
primary cause 
among persons 5-29 years 
old. 
Safety experts and officials at 
every level 
of government have been searching for years 
for a way to end the carnage on the highways. 
To date, they have concerned themselves main­ 
ly with safer roads and safer drivers. Now their 
attention is shifting toward safer automobiles. 
The idea is not to design a crash-proof car, but 
to build one that will provide maximum protec­ 
tion for its occupants in case of accident. 
Recent developments suggest that new cars 
are not as safe as they might be. The Chrysler 
Corp. told dealers 
to call in early -produc­ 
tion 1965 Chryslers, Dodges and Plymouth Furys 
to see if their steering-gear supports needed 
rewelding. General Motors Corp. is the de­ 
fendant in some 45 suits alleging that Corvairs 
manufactured between 1960 and 1963 were 
"Inherently dangerous." And about 30 doctors, 
members of a group called Physicians for Auto­ 
motive Safety, picketed the International Auto­ 
mobile Show at New York’s Coliseum, April 7, 
to protest "safety defects in current auto de­ 
sign." 
The manufacturers contend that today’s auto­ 
mobiles are adequately safe; the great majority 
of accidents, they feel, are caused by bad roads 
and bad drivers. The industry argues further that 
many highly touted safety features are expensive 
and unproven and that, in any event, the cus­ 
tomer doesn't want them. 
Detroit can make a good case that "safety 
doesn't sell." 
For example, the Ford Motor 
Co. in 1956 introduced a package of five safety 
features, including seat belts. The company’s 
advertising stressed the "exclusive new life­ 
guard design" of Ford cars. Far from welcoming 
the 
safety 
innovations, 
prospective buyers 
shunned the Ford showrooms. By August 1956, 
the word "safety" was missing from Ford ad­ 
vertising and the company's sales were picking 
up. 
Automobile men have reason to claim that 
today's cars are safer than those of 40 or 
even 10 years ago. The self-starter, four-wheel 
brakes, 
safety 
glass, all - steel bodies, and 
sealed-beam headlighting were among the early 
advances in automobile construction. In the past 
decade the industry has introduced without 
fanfare such safety features as steering wheels 
with recessed hubs, dual headlights, and cars 
with a lower center of gravity. 
The trouble is that every advance in safety 
design seems to create a new safety hazard. 


For example, late model cars are far more 
resistant to noise and road vibration than older 
models; these improvements were supposed to 
lessen the driver's susceptibility to fatigue. But 
some safety experts maintain that cars have 
become too comfortable, that some awareness 
of speed and of rough pavement is necessary 
for good driving judgment. 
Many drivers fail to take advantage of the 
safety features in their cars. Studies by the 
Auto Industries Highway Safety Committee in­ 
dicate that only 54 per cent of m otorists whose 
cars have seat belts use them regularly. The 
tendency is to fasten the belts on long journeys 
but to leave them unfastened on short trips. If 
anything, the reverse procedure should be fol­ 
lowed, for 75 per cent of all traffic fatalities 
occur within a 25-mile radius of the victim's 
home.

Twenty years after the end of 
WoHd War I, the League 
of 
Nations was moribund, its r e ­

Twenty years after the end of 
World War n, the United Na­

ALCOHOL-BIG WATER SAVER 
Arizonans, along with nearly 
everyone else in the Southwest 
have a water problem. In some 
sections of the state, wells must 
be dug 25 feet deeper every 
year to reach the water table. 
The situation is serious enough 
to be driving some people 
to 
alcohol for at least 
a partial 
solution to their troubles. 
Temperance folk need not be 
alarmed, however. The

cohol is being used to cut down 
the evaporation of stored water. 
Researchers at the University 
of Arizona are working on a 
wind - powered 
device that 
m eters emulsified alcohol onto 
the surface of tanks and reser­ 
voirs where it forms a thin film 
that retards evaporation.

crashes. 
The commander is Maj. Ron­ 
ald L. Ingraham 
Homestead, 
Fla. 
A measure of the bravery 
shown by the detachment is the 
fact that its members won eight 
of the first 28 Silver 
Stars 
awarded by the U.S. Air Force 
here. One of the winners was 
Maj. Ingraham. 
Busiest pilot up to now 
is 
Capt. Floyd R. Lockhart, 32, 
an ex-mountaineer from Rich- 
wood, W.Va. He has squired 
his H43-F Husky helicopter on 
259 missions and won an Air 
Medal and nine clusters. 
Capt. Lockhart, tall, dark and 
slow - talking, 
has flovm as 
many as seven missions in a 
day, but when this is mentioned, 
he rem arks earnestly, “ There 
are people here who have done 
m ore.

Then it 
starts back at Greenville in 
early afternoon and repeats the 
performance in reverse as far 
as Leland. 
Mothers time baby feedings by 
that train, and folks 
stop what

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Disturbing 
reports have come in from such 
scattered and important capi­ 
tals as Moscow, New Delhi, and 
Peking indicating that the bitter 
fued between the Chinese Com­ 
munists and the Russian Com­ 
munists is being patched up, 
largely as a result of the show­ 
down in North Viet Nam. 
Simultaneously, the American 
Embassy in Moscow has picked 
up ominous reports of a shift 
of sentiment inside the Kgemlln 
drastically 
away 
from 
the 
United States. 
In New Delhi, the Soviet Secret 
Police have reached a working 
agreement 
with the Chinese 
Communists 
in 
India. In the 
past, the Soviet Government had 
been supplying India with fighter 
planes and weapons to combat 
the Chinese; So this is an im­ 
portant switch. 
Soviet Secret Police are also 
on speaking terms at last with 
the pro-Chinese Communists 
of the other Asiatic countries 
such as Indonesia and Burma. 
Hitherto they had not even been 
speaking. 
These 
reports coincide with 
the signing of a new Sino-Rus­ 
sian Trade Pact by which Mos­ 
cow has agreed to sell a ir­ 
planes, 
helicopters, 
trucks, 
tractors, heavy machinery and 
metal - cutting tools 
to Red 
China. Moscow had boycotted 
Peking in regard to strategic 
trade ever since Khrushchev 
severed economic aid to Red 
China around 1959. 
INSIDE THE KREMLIN 
The Soviet Secret Police who 
are reported making peace with 
the Chinese Communists are, 
controlled by Deputy Prem ier 
Alexander Shelepin. Shelepln is 
an ally of the No. 1 anti-Ameri­ 
can on the Presidum, Mikhail 
Suslov, the grim, forbidding 
Communist who engineered the 
ouster of Prem ier Khrushchev. 
One of their differences 
was 
Khrushchev's pro - American 
policy; Another, his battle with 
the Chinese Reds. 
As of today, it is reported that 
Suslov still does not have a 
majority 
of the 
Presidum . 
Khrushchev's friends still out­ 


number him and prevent Suslov 
from taking over complete con­ 
trol of the Kremlin. However, 
from what little is known of 
inner Kremlin politics, Suslov 
appears to be gaining in power. 
He is reported to have the back­ 
ing of Marshal Rodion Malinov­ 
sky, the Minister of Defense, 
who has delivered some rather 
belligerent speeches of late. 
Probably most significant of 
all, 
the 
Kremlin's 
leading 
American 
expert, 
Mikhail 
Smirnovsky, 
hitherto 
con­ 
sidered pro-American, is now 
reported slipping into the Suslov 
camp. According to intelligence 
reports, Smirnovsky has rec­ 
ommended a strong Soviet stant 
against the United States in 
North Viet Nam. 
If these reports are true — 
are they are based on excel­ 
lent intelligence — Russia is 
moving 
backward 
t o w a r d 
Stalinism and the United States 
can expect a long, hot, danger­ 
ous summer. 
TOO MANY GENERALS 
President Johnson picked up 
the phone the other morning and 
called Lt. Gen. William F. Mc­ 
Kee, retired Air Force officer 
in Los Angeles. It was only 
7;30 a.m. California time and 
the 
General, 
just awakened, 
rubbed his eyes when the P res­ 
ident asked him to become new 
Administrator of the Federal 
Aviation Agency. 
“ I need someone to handle 
these supersonic planes,” ex­ 
plained the President, “ and Bob 
McNamara says you know more 
about them than any other man 
in the country.” 
Johnson didn't know whether 
McKee was a Democrat 
or a 
Republican, but wanted a man 
to guide the Civilian Air Lanes 
and the air traffic of the nation 
as it advanced into the Super- 
soniic Jet Age. 
McKee, recently retired, re­ 
luctantly agreed to come back 
to work for the government. 
This immediately posed

problem, since the law clearly 
states that the Administrator of 
FAA shall be a civilian.

— supposed to be a civilian 
agency. 
RECORD SALARY 
Furtherm ore, Gen. McKee, as 
Federal Administrator, will get 
the third highest salary in gov­ 
ernment — $38,404.36 — more 
than Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
more than any Cabinet mem­ 
ber, and next only to the Presi­ 
dent and Vice President. 
This is because he will draw 
two salaries, m ilitary pension 
plus a regular civilian salary. 
Prior to last December this 
was not possible. But under the 
Dual Compensation Act of 1964, 
retired m ilitary personnel can 
draw 
both 
pensions 
and 
salaries. As a result, military 
men have been streaming into 
government. 
Between December 1964 and 
April 1965, Senators Hartke and 
James B. Pearson, R-Kans., 
report a total of 2,225 military 
officers have joined various 
government departments. This 
makes a total of 30,000 ex- 
military 
officers 
in 
the 
civilian branches of govern­ 
ment. 
The two Senators say they have 
nothing 
against 
Gen. McKee 
personally and that he is a very 
fine officer. However, they point 
out that the law is the law, and 
that Congress should not be 
asked to change the law re­ 
quiring a civilian administra­ 
tor, Just for one man. 
They also point to the last 
message of President Eisen­ 
hower to the American people, 
Jan. 17, 1963, warning of the 
dangerous alliance between a 
big peacetime military com­ 
plex, which the United States 
never has had before, and the 
Defense industries which hire 
retired Generals and Admirals.

New 
Republican Strategists 
Meet Secretly To Plan for Big 
Labor Vote. 
New York; — A small and 
secret caucus within the deep­ 
est sanctum of John Lindsay's 
headquarters at the Hotel Roos­ 
evelt (Theodore, of course) re­ 
vealed 
to 
insiders 
here the 
other day that the Republican 
party has swung into an orbit 
radically different from that of 
its 1964 campaign. 
The closed door conference, 
which began at 5 p.m. May 27, 
was called to devise aggressive 
strategy for cutting deeply into 
the Democrats' big city labor 
vote. 
There was nothing provincial 
about this gathering of six Re­ 
publican labor specialists. Ob­ 
viously, whatever strategy was 
and will be devised is expected 
to become the pilot program for 
sim ilar drives in at least 14 
major cities which GOP 
Na­ 
tional Chairman Ray Bliss be­ 
lieves crucial to any national 
Republican renascence. 
The national implications of 
the unannounced and unreported 
skull session called by young 
Robert Price, the Steve Smith 
of the Lindsay un-Republican 
forces, can be seen in 
the 
connections 
of 
the 
six 
specialists. 
The meeting, in Bob P rice's 
own office, was chaired by one 
George Shapiro, an intimate of 
and special counsel to Thomas 
Dewey when the latter was gov­ 
ernor. 
The sage, and easily the most 
influential of the group, 
was 
Victor Borella, an intimate of, 
and labor adviser to, Gov. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller. On the opera­ 
tional level, through self-ef­ 
facing and “ anonymous,” he is 
easily the Republican most re­ 
spected in city, state and na­ 
tional labor circles. 
Thus the Lindsay people had 
a broad coalition reaching back 
to the ‘40s when the Republicans 
had strong labor support in this 
state. With Ray Bliss’ big city 
concentration policy hovering 
amidst the cigar smoke, Lind­ 
say's politically agile men tied 
them selves to the powers in the 
pre-Goldwater GOP. 
This is a sharp switch from 
the latter's policy under which 
the Republican National Com­ 
mittee dismantled its “ labor 
desk” and released its union 
liaison executive. 
The 
six 
strategists, being 
realists, doubted they could win 
public support for the mayoral­ 
ty 
candidate from the 
in­ 
fluential labor leaders “ resi­ 
dent” in this city. 
Few realize that New York is 


a sort of co-labor capital of the 
land. It equals 
Washington, 
D. C., for there are at least 25 
international 
union 
head­ 
quarters here headed by power­ 
ful 
labor 
movement policy­ 
m akers. 
But the six decided to pre­ 
pare a y rongly “ progressive” 
Republi an labor platform, as 
was done for Rockefeller dur­ 
ing the 1958 bid for the gov­ 
ernor's 
chair. The expecta­ 
tion 
that this will win big 
ch’ 
of the rank and file 
labor vote for the Republican 
ballot line. 
All this pleases Ray B liss. 
During his successful years to 
Ohio’s 
highly industrialized 
centers, he plunged in after 
the labor vote. Without 
it, he 
has told friends recently, the 
Republican party cannot hope 
to recoup its 1964 losses. Part 
of this strategy is to prevent 
the Republican party from tak­ 
ing an official position on the 
repeal 
of the rlght-to-work 
laws. 
Congressmen 
who 
come to 
him 
after advice are told to 
vote as they see fit. There is no 
party line, he says in effect. 
The result will be a significant 
swing by GOP congressmen, 
especially those from indus­ 
trial states, to the forces now 
fighting to wipe out the famous 
“ Fourteen B.” This is the sec­ 
tion of the Taft-Hartley law 
which permits states to ban the 
union shop. 
Naturally this will give Re­ 
publican candidates the chance 
to appeal for labor votes dur­ 
ing the 1966 congressional cam­ 
paign. Naturally this worries 
the labor strategists who run 
the AFL-CIO's Committee on 
Political Education (COPE), one 
of toe most effective national 
political machines in the world. 
Just how concerned the COPE 
directors are can be seen from 
part of a memo they dispatched 
to thousands of their people re­ 
cently. 
“ In Bliss the GOP has come 
up with an experienced profes­ 
sional,” says COPE, “ who will 
try to take maximum advantage 
in 1966 of the traditional off- 
year slump a party In control 
of the White House suffers. . . 
“ In 1966 Bliss’ talents may 
he particularly 
crucial 
to 
GOP election hopes . . . The 
Republicans have chosen 
a 
man capable of exploiting the 
situation to the fullest. 
“ Labor's task is to start work­ 
ing all-out now for 1966. Any 
lesser effort would

with trouble.”

LEGION SERVICE 
We are often asked why it is that the Legion 
at Sikeston holds no Memorial Day service, with 
firing squad, marching veterans, an appropriate, 
talk, and music.

AUTOMOBILE SAFETY 
Fifty thousand Americans will lose their lives 
in automobile accidents this year -- almost as 
many as were killed in World War I. About 1.8 
million drivers, passengers and pedestrians 
will suffer disabling injuries — slightly more 
than the number of American fighting men in­ 
jured in all the wars of the 20th century. The 
automobile is now the fourth leading cause 
of death in the population 
as a whole, and the 
primary cause 
among persons 5-29 years 
old. 
Safety experts and officials at 
every level 
of government have been searching for years 
for a way to end the carnage on the highways. 
To date, they have concerned themselves main­ 
ly with safer roads and safer drivers. Now their 
attention is shifting toward safer automobiles. 
The idea is not to design a crash-proof car, but 
to build one that will provide maximum protec­ 
tion for its occupants in case of accident. 
Recent developments suggest that new cars 
are not as safe as they might be. The Chrysler 
Corp. told dealers 
to call in early -produc­ 
tion 1965 Chryslers, Dodges and Plymouth Furys 
to see if their steering-gear supports needed 
rewelding. General Motors Corp. is the de­ 
fendant in some 45 suits alleging that Corvairs 
manufactured between 1960 and 1963 were 
"inherently dangerous." And about 30 doctors, 
members of a group called Physicians for Auto­ 
motive Safety, picketed the International Auto­ 
mobile Show at New York's Coliseum, April 7, 
to protest "safety defects in current auto de­ 
sign." 
The manufacturers contend that today’s auto­ 
mobiles are adequately safe; the great majority 
of accidents, they feel, are caused by bad roads 
and bad drivers. The industry argues further that 
many highly touted safety features are expensive 
and unproven and that, in any event, the cus­ 
tomer doesn't want them. 
Detroit can make a good case that "safety 
doesn't sell." 
For example, the Ford Motor 
Co. in 1956 introduced a package of five safety 
features, including seat belts. The company’s 
advertising stressed the "exclusive new life­ 
guard design" of Ford cars. Far from welcoming 
the 
safety 
innovations, 
prospective buyers 
shunned the Ford showrooms. By August 1956, 
the word "safety" was missing from Ford ad­ 
vertising and the company's sales were picking 
up. 
Automobile men have reason to claim that 
today's cars are safer than those of 
40 or 
even 10 years ago. The self-starter, four-wheel 
brakes, 
safety 
glass, all - steel bodies, and 
sealed-beam headlighting were among the early 
advances in automobile construction. In the past 
decade the industry has introduced without 
fanfare such safety features as steering wheels 
with recessed hubs, dual headlights, and cars 
with a lower center of gravity. 
The trouble is that every advance in safety 
■ deeign seems to create a new safety hazard. 


For example, late model cars are far more 
resistant to noise and road vibration than older 
models; these improvements were supposed to 
lessen the driver's susceptibility to fatigue. But 
some safety experts maintain that cars have 
become too comfortable, that some awareness 
of speed and of rough pavement is necessary 
for good driving judgment. 
Many drivers fail to take advantage of the 
safety features in their cars. Studies by the 
Auto Industries Highway Satety Committee in­ 
dicate that only 54 per cent of motorists whose 
cars have seat bolts use them regularly. The 
tendency is to fasten the bolts on long journeys 
but to leave them unfastened on short trips. If 
anything, the reverse procedure should be fol­ 
lowed, for 75 per cent of all traffic fatalities 
occur within a 25-mile radius of the victim’s 
home.

Twenty years after the end of 
Won d War I, the League

ALCOHOL-BIG WATER SAVER 
Arizonans, along with nearly 
everyone else in the Southwest 
have a water problem. In some 
sections of the state, wells must 
tie dug 25 feet deeper 
every 
year to reach the w'ater table. 
The situation is serious enough 
to be driving some people 
to 
alcohol for at least 
a partial 
solution to their troubles. 
Temperance folk need not be 
alarmed, however. The

cohol is being used to cut down 
the evaporation of stored water. 
Researchers at the University 
of Arizona are working on a 
wind - powered 
device that 
m eters emulsified alcohol onto 
the surface of tanks and reser­ 
voirs where it forms a thin film 
that retards evaporation.

I give the item to you again, 
as a memorial to what once 
was a vital part of American, 
and Delta, life; 
PE A VINE EXCURSION 
The Yazoo & Mississippi Val­ 
ley Delta Express, that plies 
daily 
between Memphis 
and 
Greenville, is sort of a neigh­ 
borhood affair, moreexpecially 
in these days when Delta folk, 
like the rest of us, have to 
keep use of private automobiles 


at a minimum. 
(On account of the war, gaso­ 
line and tire rationing was still 
in effect.) 
The train leaves Memphis at 
9;05 a.m., and spends half a 
day or better tooting at planta­ 
tions and towns, large 
and 
sm all, along the way. Then it 
starts back at Greenville in 
early afternoon and repeats the 
performance in reverse as far 
as Leland. 
Mothers time baby feedings by 
that train, and folks 
stop what 
they are doing to note its pass­ 
ing, for it is the old reliable 
link with the world to the north 
and south of the lush Delta land. 
That gray-haired flagman is 
sort of mentor, father con­ 
fessor, guide and friend to all 
mankind on the train. He has 
cultivated a 
pleasant, almost 
caressing singsong to call out 
the stops, although folks who 
ride the “ Winemvee” don't need 
anybody to callout stations. The 
flagman makes music out of 
the names. Huskpuckena and 
Coahoma and the like. The jour­ 
ney would be far less pleasant 
if he forgot to call them. 
The train stops everywhere, 
and you know how plantation 
towns 
are 
strung 
together 
through the Delta. If the train 
carried a Pullman, the tail end 
of the sleeper would be in 
Maud while the locomotive was 
panting at Lula, or vice versa, 
and 
the wheels hardly 
get 
momentum before it's time to 
pull up at the next, where folks 
will be waiting around the post- 
office for the morning's mall, 
their favorite newspaper, and to 
see who was at the Peabody 
last night. 
The Delta train has another 
distinction too — a colony of 


friendly, reasonable tame mice. 
In prehistoric times, figured 
according to mouse chronology, 
some beady-eyed little varmint 
around Memphis Central, or at 
the Greenville terminal, dis­ 
covered that Delta folks had a 
habit of eating light lunches in 
the day coaches.

There was nothing provincial 
about this gathering of six Re­ 
publican labor specialists. Ob­ 
viously, whatever strategy was 
and will be devised Is expected 
to become the pilot program for 
sim ilar drives in at least 14 
major cities which GOP 
Na­ 
tional Chairman Ray Bliss be­ 
lieves crucial to any national 
Republican renascence. 
The national implications of 
the unannounced and unreported 
skull session called by young 
Rotort Price, the Steve Smith 
of the Lindsay un-Republican 
forces, can be seen in 
the 
connections 
of 
the 
six 
specialists. 
The meeting, in Bob Price’s 
own office, was chaired by one 
George Shapiro, an intimate of 
and special counsel to Thomas 
Dewey when the latter was gov­ 
ernor. 
The sage, and easily the most 
influential of the group, 
was 
Victor Borella, an intimate of, 
and labor adviser to, Gov. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller. On the opera­ 
tional level, through self-ef­ 
facing and “ anonymous,” he ls 
easily the Republican mast re­ 
spected In city, state and na­ 
tional labor circles. 
Thus the Lindsay people had 
a broad coalition reaching back 
to the *40s when the Republicans 
had strong labor support InthLs 
state. With Ray B liss' big city 
concentration policy hovering 
amidst the cigar smoke, Lind­ 
say's politically agile men tied 
themselves to the powers in the 
pre-Goldwater GOP. 
This Ls a sharp switch from 
the latter's policy under which 
the Republican National Com­ 
mittee dismantled its “ labor 
desk” and released its union 
liaison executive. 
Tin* 
six 
strategists, being 
realists, doubted they could win 
public support for the mayoral­ 
ty 
candidate from the 
in­ 
fluential labor leaders “ resi­ 
dent” In this city. 
Few realize that New York ls 


a sort of co-labor capital of the 
land. It equals 
Washington, 
D. C., for there are at least 25 
international 
union 
head­ 
quarters here headed by power­ 
ful 
labor 
movement i>olicy- 
makers. 
But the six decided to pre­ 
pare a ? rongly “ progressive” 
Republl an labor platform, as 
was done for Rockefeller dur­ 
ing the 1958 bid for the gov­ 
ernor's 
chair. The expecta­ 
tion 
that this will win big 
ch’ 
of the rank and file 
labor vote for the Republican 
ballot line. 
All this pleases Ray Bliss. 
During his successful years in 
Ohio's 
highly industrialized 
centers, he plunged in after 
the labor vote. Without 
it, he 
has told friends recently, the 
Republican party cannot hope 
to recoup Its 1964 losses. Part 
of this strategy is to prevent

Naturally this worries 
the labor strategists who run 
the AFL-CIO's Committee on 
Political Education (COPE), one 
of the most effective national 
political machines in the world. 
Just how concerned the COPE 
directors are can to seen from 
part of a memo they dispatched 
to thousands of their people re­ 
cently. 
“ In Bliss the GOP has come 
up with an experienced profes­ 
sional,” says COPE, “ who will 
try to take maximum advantage 
in 1966 of the traditional off- 
year slump a party in control 
of the White House suffers. . . 
“ In 1966 B liss' talents may 
be particularly

GOP election hopes . . . The 
Republicans have chosen

Any 
lesser effort would to flirting 
with trouble.”

On Birth Control 


The U.S. Supreme Court Is 
considering 
an 
issue which 
could affect the lives of mil­ 
lions of Americans. It is decid­ 
ing whether a state can forbid 
the use of birth-control drugs 
and devices. Connecticut says 
it can. The Court heard argu­ 
ments on the case in 
late 
March and is expected to hand 
down its ruling before the sum­ 
mer recess in June. 
At the heart of the contro­ 
versy is the right of family- 
planning advocates to operate 
medical clinics at which women 
of low-income groups can re ­ 
ceive birth - control services. 
The Impact of the High Court’s 
decision may be felt beyond 
Connecticut because

operating public family - plan­ 
ning clinics for welfare clients 
and other needy persons. 
In some states, however, old 
laws exist which might be in­ 
terpreted as limiting such pro­ 
grams -- depending on how the 
Supreme Court rules. 
The Connecticut case involves 
an appeal by Dr. C. Lee Bux­ 
ton, head of the Department of 
Obstretics and Gynecology at 
Yale Medical School, and Mrs. 
Estelle T. Griswold, director of 
a Planned Parenthood League 
chapter. After opening a family 
planning clinic in New Haven 


in 1961, they were charged with 
being accessories to the viola­ 
tion of Connecticut's birth -* 
control ban and found guilty. 
Their convictions were upheld 
by the state's highest court. 
POOR SEEN AFFECTED 
Dr. Buxton and Mrs. Gris­ 
wold contend In their appeal 
that, in effect, Connecticut is 
maintaining a discriminatory 
anti-clinic law. It deprives only 
the needy of birth - control ser­ 
vices, they say, since the law 
is never invoked against phy­ 
sicians who routinely prescribe 
contraceptives in their private 
practices to women in higher 
economic brackets. 
The defendants maintain that 
the Connecticut law interferes 
with private family decisions.

What a blessing 
tlu>y are missing, as they will 
realize when they grow old and 
feeble, to say nothing of having 
to reckon with St. Peter. 
When I was a loy a wedding 
was a wonderful thing in the 
country. Such feasts as were 
spread would bankrupt a family 
now at present prices of things. 
If the wedding was In a promi­ 
nent family everybody In the 
neighborhood was invited, men, 
women and children. And what 
a glorious time everyone did 
have. 
When I was a !>oy almost every 
farm er raised peafowls as well 
as chickens, turkeys, geese and 
ducks. 
When I was a Ixry whisky 
could lx* Ixrught at 18 cents a 
gallon by the barrel and it re­ 
tailed at 25 cents a quart.- 
Almost every 
family 
kept 
whisky on hand all the time. 
Now whisky costs you $4 a 
quart and after July 1 you can­ 
not buy It for love or money. 
Gee whiz, what a change in 
a life time. 
When I was a lx>y the first 
preacher I can rem em lierocca­ 
sionally got pretty full of the 
spirits—of John 
Barleycorn. 
But everybody drank more or 
less. There was no criticism of 
the good man. 
When I was a loy Santa Claus 
had never been heard of in my 
neighborhood and we got along 
first rate on apple cider, sweet 
cakes and a little candy. We 
w*>re just as happy and contented 
as are the children of today 
who get so much they do not 
appreciate anything they get.. 
When I was a l>oy our Meth­ 
odist 
brethren held a camp 
meeting every summer which 
lasted several weeks. People 
would become so worked up 
that it was common to hear 
several good sisters and an 
occasional man shout “ Glory 
Hallelujah” , and often fall over 
In the straw . Say, if such scenes 
were pulled off In any of our 
modern churches the shouters 
would lx> rushed to a sanitarium. 
When I was a boy everybody 
called them Camplx?llites, in 
derision, and the Campbellites 
were mighty few in numbers. 
Now look at ’em, a million and 
a half strong, and a mighty 
fine body of Christian men and 
women, and everybody calls 
that 
once little group 
the 
Christian Church. 
When I was a lx>y there was 
never a failure of fruit. Now It 
is a rare thing to have a good 
crop of fruit in Central Mis­ 
souri. Why this is the case, no 
one can tell, but it is true 
just the same.

The U.S. 
Supreme 
Court Is 
considering 
an 
issue which 
could affect the lives of m il­ 
lions of Americans. It is decid­ 
ing whether a state can forbid 
the use of birth-control drugs 
and devices. Connecticut says 
it can. The Court heard argu­ 
ments on the case in 
late 
March and Is expected to hand 
down its ruling before the sum ­ 
m er recess In June. 
At 
the heart 
of the contro­ 
versy Is the right of 
family- 
planning advocates to operate 
medical clinics at which women 
of low-income groups can re ­ 
ceive birth - control services. 
The impact of the High Court's 
decision may be felt beyond 
Connecticut because 
many 
cities and counties are already 
operating public family - plan­ 
ning clinics for welfare clients 
and other needy persons. 
In some states, however, old 
laws exist which might be In­ 
terpreted as limiting such pro­ 
gram s -- depending on how the 
Supreme Court rules. 
The Connecticut case Involves 
an appeal by Dr. C. Lee Bux­ 
ton, head of the Department of 
Obstretics and 
Gynecology at 
Yale Medical School, and Mrs. 
Estelle T. Griswold, director of 
a Planned Parenthood League 
chapter. After opening a family 
planning clinic in New Haven 


in 1961, they were charged with 
being accessories to the viola­ 
tion of Connecticut's birth -* 
control ban and found guilty. 
Their convictions were upheld 
by the state's 
highest court. 
POOR SEEN AFFECTED 
Dr. Buxton and Mrs. G ris­ 
wold contend In their appeal 
that, In effect, Connecticut Is 
maintaining a 
discrim inatory 
anti-cllnic law. It deprives only 
the needy of birth - control se r­ 
vices, they say, since the law 
is never Invoked against phy­ 
sicians who routinely prescribe 
contraceptives In their private 
practices to women In higher 
economic brackets. 
The defendants maintain that 
the Connecticut law Interferes 
with private family decisions. 
The ban, they say, “ makes It 
impossible for a 
m arried 
couple to make their own de­ 
cisions on the most crucial a s­ 
pects of their life together. 
Connecticut 
Is 
stepping In 
through Its criminal law 
to 
prevent 
them 
from deciding 
whether to have children, how 
many to have, at what time to 
have them.

EARLIER CASES CITED 
Twice before, In 1943 and 1961, 
the Supreme Court heard cases 
Involving the Connecticut law. 
But each time the Justices failed 
to 
reach the 
Constitutional 
issues. This time, 
the de­ 
fendants hope, the 
Court will 
go to the crux of the m atter. 
At stake, they claim, Is the 
right of doctors to practice 
sound medicine without Inter­ 
ference and the right of patients 
to receive birth-control service 
when a doctor considers it a 
health requirement. 
The state contends that its law 
Is a proper exercise of police 
power 
and 
that only 
the 
Connecticut Legislature can lift 
the ban. At least 30 repeal or 
modification bills have gone In­ 
to the legislative hopper over 
the past 50 years but all have 
failed. 
The Connecticut law was en­ 
acted In 1879, not long after 
adoption of a Federal law which 
lumped birth - control 
with 
“ obscene literature 
or a rti­ 
cles,” banned them from the 
malls, and barred their 
im ­ 
portation. The act was Inspired 
:>y Anthony Comstock, a deter­ 
mined “ vice crusader*' who led 
many raids while head of the 
New York Society for the Sup­ 
pression of Vico. 
FEDERAL LAW WITHERS 
As scientific knowledge has 
grown, the birth - control pro­ 
visions of the Federal law have 
increasingly become a dead let­ 
ter through court decisions and 
administrative Interpretations. 
But a number of “ little Com­ 


stock laws” linger on among 
the states, of which Connecti­ 
cut's is the most stringent. Like 
the law In neighboring M assa­ 
chusetts, it provides noexemp­ 
tion for physicians to prescribe 
contraceptives. 
The laws also forbid the sale 
of contraceptives, l>ut this pro­ 
vision Is rarely If ever forced. 
If the Supreme Court should 
outlaw Connecticut's ban and 
cloak Its ruling In very broad 
language, a wide ripple effect 
could follow. 
FAM0 .Y PLANNING 
AND THE LAW 
Two attempts have l*een made 
to alter Massachusetts' law by 
referendum, for example, and 
both have failed. If the Court 
should rule firmly that a ban 
on the use of contraceptives,or 
on the dissemination of birth- 
control Information, Is an un­ 
constitutional exercise of i»ol Ice 
power, It could nullify all birth- 
control legislation that Is con­ 
sidered restrictive. 
Tills would probably free state 
programs 
from any 
serious 
challenge to existing or planned 
public birth-control clinics. 
SUPPORT FROM 
DOCTORS 
Dr. 
Buxton and Mrs. G ris­ 
wold have received 
strong 
backing from the medical pro­ 
fession in their effort to have 
the Connecticut ban outlawed. 
Supporting them Is a brief filed 
by 141 obstetricians/gynecolo­ 
gists and pediatricians --heads 
of departments In virtually all 
of the U.S.'s medical schools. 
Together, the doctors and de­ 
fendants make these points. 
The methods of avoiding 
pregnancy 
permitted 
by 
Connecticut 
-- 
abstinence, 
partial abstinence under 
the 
rhythm 
method, 
and with­ 
drawal -- “ are among the most 
unreliable. They cannot 
lie 
safely used especially In cases 
involving danger of death or 
serious Illness.” Moreover, In 
m arried life “ the effect of pro­ 
longed abstinence is usually 
harmful to mental health and 
balance and to the marriage 
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relationship, and a risk 
to 
fidelity." 
. The defendants maintain that 
the ban actually promotes il­ 
legal abortions. The evidence 
is not conclusive, they say, but 
authorities 
find 
that 
when 
birth - control 
services are 
available, the abortion rate is 
lower. 
CITES HEALTH NEED 
. Dr. Buxton contends that his 
right to practice medicine un­ 
der 
“ scientifically accepted 
principles" Is t>elng violated. 
Married couples often “ find It 
necessary or desirable to avoid 
conception" for health reasons, 
he holds. "In such situations it 
Is accepted medical practice to 
prescribe the use of extrinsic 
aids (drugs or devices) to avoid 
conception.” 
The Connecticut law, 
he 
declares, 
works 
against the 
poor by being enforced against 
clinics. 
“ The 
result Is that 
those persons who can afford 
to go outside the state or to 
consult a private {»hyslclan . . 
can obtain and use contraceptive 
devices. Those who cannot af­ 
ford this course of action, or 
who do not liave access to the

Bills And Legislators

posed in your state legislatures. 
Assuming that things run about 
the same all over, and 1,000 
odd bills already offered to the 
Maine Legislature may be con­ 
sidered typical. 
They 
present 
an alarming 
threat, 
but there is consola­ 
tion in the fact that most of 
of them will be defeated; In­ 
deed, legislators who stick them 
in are usually under no il­ 
lusion about the outcome. Many 
are sops to folks back home. 
Perhaps 
two dozen are im­ 
portant to the conduct of state 
affairs. 
Nobody much ever reads these 
bills — and I find that 
few 
members of the Legislature get 
to .ill of them. 
If 
a pro­ 
posal 
touches you personally 
you usually hear of It and may 
react. But for the most part 
the accumulation of bills re­ 
mains unstudied by the citi­ 
zenry in the aggregate, and 
it's a howling shame. They are 
all Interesting, and some are 
funny. 
The humor , of course, is al­ 
ways 
entirely 
missed and 
muffed by the legislators, who

Then, the next day 
they will ponder with weighty 
thought how much they should 
appropriate to the Department 
of Economic Development for 
publicity and promotion. 
I find another one equally 
exciting, equally potent, and no 
doubt to l>e settied legislatively 
with equal unconcern. Somebody 
wants money to remove the 
floating islands in Toddy Pond.

5 < )M E say th at p rod u ction 
should be for use and not for 
profit, but unless goods are used 
w id ely , e x t e n ­ 
sively and con­ 
tinuously, there 
is no profit. The 
fact of profit is 
proof that there 
has been p ro ­ 
duction for use. 
If there is no 
p r o f i t , eq u i p - 
ment cannot be 
maintained, as­ 
sembly lines ex­ 
panded, or pro­ 
duction 
carried 
on. If there is no 
profit, soon we 
will all be suffering severely. 
A good example of what capi­ 
tal and human ingenuity can do 
for the public, may be seen by 
comparing the prices of gasoline 
with wages during the past 50 
years. I he tank wagon price of 
gasoline today before taxes is 
about the same as it was half a 
century ago. While during that 
same period, wages for oil refin­ 
ery workers have risen about 12 
hundred percent. Vast amounts 
of capital and able management 
are responsible for this great 
gain to the public. It never could 
have been accomplished without 
profit; there would have been no 
capital and no expert manage 
ment. 
An important function of pro 
lit then is to finance research. 
It is said that the d u l’ont Com 
pany spent $27 million dollars 
developing 
nylon. 
I’hc 
Radio 
Corporation of America spent 
$50 million dollars pioneering 
black and white television and 
another $•*() million on color tele 
vision. Monsanto Chemical and 
American Viscose spent $10 mil 
lion dollars developing a new 
s y n t h e tic 
fibre ch em stra n d . 
Hundreds of firms all over the 
country are carrying on research 
operations to develop better prod­ 
ucts. Millions of dollars, all com 
ing from profits, arc expended 
for this purpose everyday. Rro 
fit finances cancer research; pro­ 
vides anti-polio vaccines; it gave 
us antibiotics; it conquered tu­ 
berculosis; 
performs 
incalcul 
able feats for the health and wel­ 
fare of our citizens. 
It may 
truthfully 
be 
said 
that 
the 
amount of prolit earned w ithin a 
nation is a measure of the pro 
gress that is made. Destroy pro 
lit or confiscate it by excessive 
taxation and advance in all these 
many directions will cease. The 
status quo could not even be

F o rrest. The latter is one by 
him self. He is the onfy man in 
the history of our nation to en­ 
te r the arm y a private and come 
out a lieutenant general. 
It is unfortunate that too many 
must rem em ber F o rrest as the 
“ Butcher of Ft. Pillow“ 
or 
“ fustest with the m ostest,'* ex­ 
aggerations that rank and rankle 
with 
W hittier's 
“ B arbara 
Frtetchie.'* 
Few have 
ever 
heard that he was a gentle man 
of a 
gentlem an. 
One of his 
hardened troopers attested to 
F o rre st's feeling for a child’s 
toothache, 
rem em bering how 
F o rrest had put creosote in the 
lad's aching m olar years before 
the w ar. 
Another veteran, living after 
the war In the Arkansas Oz- 
arks, going to Memphis for a 
last 
visit 
with his 
beloved 
leader, found the weather sud­ 
denly much colder and 
his 
clothes 
Insufficient. F o rre st 
made him take his own over­ 
coat home with him. 
Argument will ever be raised 
over F o rre st’s use of the saber, 
never a popular weapon among 
the gray cavalry. He did ca rry 
one, a regulation U.S. Dragoon 
model, captured at Trenton and 
honed to a keen edge on 
a 
grindstone, 
to the horror of 
some professional soldiers who 
protested that it was not ac­ 
cording to the usage of w ar. 
Valentine season just past re ­ 
minds that romance found its 
way Into the F o rrest heart and 
his courtship was typical of his 
m ilitary tactics, brief,bold and 
successful. 
He happened one 
day upon a carriage, occupied 
by two ladies, hopelessly m ired 
in a sm all stream . On the bank 
two gay blades twitted the ladies 
on their predicam ent until Bed­ 
ford went Into action. Unmind­ 
ful of his Sunday best, 
he 
plunged 
into 
the North Mis­ 
sissippi 
m ire, 
bore the two 
ladies to dry ground, put strong 
shoulder to the carriage and 
moved it to safe soil. A few 
words to much w iser and less 
gay blades and they were off. 
He made his m anners to M rs. 
Montgomery and her daughter, 
Mary Ann, asked and received 
perm ission to call on her and the 
best day in his life had begun. 
He called, found the 
sam e 
blades on the porch and they 
soon made another speedy and 
final exit. One of them was 
a candidate for the m inistry. It 
is not of record that he con­ 
tinued in his calling, but if he 
did, it is probably he becam e a 
convert to Calvinism. 
Bedford proposed on this first 
call, was accepted on the second 
and won approval of Mary Ann's 
stern protector, her 
uncle, 
Samuel 
Montgomery 
Cowan, 
m inister 
of 
the Cum berland 
Presbyterian Church. 
Too few folks ever knew that 
F o rre st was considered a hu­ 
mane slave dealer; that he would 
not separate fam ilies, and there 
were som e’ men to whom he 
would not se ll. He served 
as 
alderm an In Memphis, being 
elected by some of the mem­ 
bers of a mob from whom ho 
nad 
twice 
in 
one evening 
rescued a man In danger 
of 
lynching. 
His language might 
bo described as picturesquely 
intem perate at tim es of stre s s 
and he was often in such situa­ 
tions, 
but he carried 
his 
m other's 
Testam ent through­ 
out the w ar and, if at all pos­ 
sible, grace was said before 
m eals at his headquarters.

His farewell to his men ranks 
with the m ore widely known 
words of Robert E. Lee. 
“ I have never on the field of 
battle sent you where I was un­ 
willing to go myself, nor would 
I now advise you to a course 
which I felt m yself unwilling to 
pursue. You have been good 
soldiers, you can Ix? 
good 
citizens. Obey the law s, p re­ 
serve your honor, 
and the 
government to which you have 
surrendered can 
afford to be 
and will lie m agnanim ous.” 
When It came tim e to decide 
which direction the monument 
in F o rrest Park should face, 
there was divided opinion. One 
group insisted it face the North; 
F o rre st had never turned his 
back on the foe. The other, 
which prevailed, declared he 
had never turned his back on 
the South. No one even sug­ 
gested that it face either E ast 
or West; F o rrest always met 
the Issue squarely. 
On that magnificent m em orial 
is inscribed this v erse; 
“ Those hoof-beats die not on 
fam e's crim son sod 
But will live In her son and 
her story. 
He 
fought like a 
Tiger and 
struck like a god 
And his dust is our ashes of 
glory.” 
M rs. Virginia F ra s e r Boyle 
has thus given us a noble ex­ 
ample of onomatopoeia. If you 
don't know that onomatopoeia ls, 
just try repeating the verse in 
the proper cadence and you will 
hear the hoofbeats of the faith­ 
ful King Phillip as he proudly 
c a rried Old Bedford a century 
ago.

His men followed him, for he 
was ever in the lead and he 
held that leadership through 
fear, devotion and tru st. Pride 
then and thereafter made a man 
stand straig h ter when ho could 
say; 
“ I rode with F o rre st.” 
His farewell to his men ranks 
with the 
m ore widely known 
words of Roliort E. Lee. 
“ I have never on the field of 
battle sent you where I was un­ 
willing to go myself, nor would 
I now advise you to a course 
which I felt m yself unwilling to 
pursue. You have been good 
soldiers, you can lie 
good 
citizens. Obey the laws, pre­ 
serve your honor, 
and the 
government to which you have 
surrendered can 
afford to be 
and will be m agnanim ous." 
When it came tim e to decide 
which direction the monument 
in F o rrest Park should face, 
there was divided opinion. One 
group insisted it face the North; 
F o rre st had never turned his 
back on the foe. The other, 
which prevailed, declared he 
had never turned his back on 
the South. No one even sug­ 
gested that it face either E ast 
o r West; F o rrest always met 
the Issue squarely. 
On that magnificent m em orial 
is inscribed this verse; 
“ Those hoof-beats die not on 
fam e's crim son sod 
But will live in her son and 
her story. 
He 
fought like a 
Tiger and 
struck like a god 
And his dust is our ashes of 
g lo ry ." 
M rs. Virginia F ra se r Boyle 
has thus given us a noble ex­ 
ample of onomatopoeia. If you 
don't know that onomatopoeia Is, 
just try repeating the verse in 
the proper cadence and you will 
hear the hoofbeats of the faith­ 
ful King Phillip as he proudly 
carried Old Bedford a century 
ago.

Wo 
have no particular quarrel with 
your comments, which seem to 
apply to S. 14, an earlier Dodd 
bill in this Congress. We arc 
not familiar with S. 2951 but 
it i.s not the bill now under 
consideration. The present con­ 
troversy is over S. 1592 and 
there is good reason to tv con­ 
cerned over this legislation. 
One of its principal provisions 
is to eliminate (not restrict) 
all mall order sales and ship­ 
ments of firearm s 
between 
states by individuals. 
This 
would be not only a great In­ 
convenience 
to 
sportsmen, 
target shooters, and farmers, 
but would certainly increase the 
cost of firearm s without ac­ 
complishing any real purpose 
in term s of control. 
As you mentioned in 
your 
editorial, the present drive for 
gun legislation was stimulated 
by the assassination of Pres­ 
ident 
Kennedy. Although the 
weapon used by Oswald was 
purchased by mail order, there 
is no reason to believe that 


he could not have liought a 
sim ilar weapon from any legit­ 
imate retail dealer. Although a 
direct purchase might tv some­ 
what easier to trace, this would 
not have prevented the crim e. 
Effective controls must regu­ 
late the criminal, not his weap­ 
on. 
Your editorial states that J. 
Edgar Hoover has joined pre­ 
vious supporters of the Dodd 
bill. There have been several 
Dodd bills but we have seen no 
report that Mr. Hoover has 
endorsed S. 1592, the Dodd bill 
now under consideration. The 
Senate hearings did not start 
until May 19. 
There Is good reason for .ill 
citizens to tv concerned over 
any legislation that Infringes on 
our freedom without accom­ 
plishing what tt is Intended to 
do. New York City, for example, 
which has one of the strictest 
firearm s laws in the nation, 
has not been noticeably effective 
in 
preventing or 
reducing 
crim e. S, 1592 would give the 
Secretary of the Treasury vir­ 
tually unlimited authority to 
promulgate regulations for con­ 
trolling firearm s. We feel that 
any such regulations should bo 
subject to legislative review 
and public debate before they 
become official. 
We hope that you will print 
this information to give your
